Ueport  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Health  Committee. 

In  presenting  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  viz  : — that  for  the 
year  1907,  I have  pleasure  in  stating  that  it  has  been  one  of  the 
healthiest  periods  the  town  has  ever  known,  the  Death  Rate  of 
15'4  per  1,000  being  the  lowest  yet  recorded.  It  is  also  gratifying 
to  find  that  the  Infantile  death  rate  for  the  year  has  fallen  to  1 10 
per  1,000  births  as  against  an  average  of  157’5  for  the  last  20 
years. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate,  however,  has  been  steadily 
declining  over  the  whole  period  as  the  following  figures  readily 
show,  thus  : — 

For  the  period  1888-1897  it  was  166*1  per  1,000.

In  attempting  to  account  for  this  it  is  obvious  that  some 
factor  generally  present  and  detrimental  to  life  must  have  been 
largely  absent  during  the  year  under  review;  and  this  factor  I 
believe  to  be  the  germs  which  ai*e  so  widely  diffused  in  the 
atmosphere  in  dry,  warm  seasons  ; and  the  flies  which  also  abound 
at  such  times. 
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No  doubt  the  regular,  systematic,  more  frequent  and  more 
efficient  manner  in  which  the  night  soil  and  house  refuse  has  been 
dealt  with  since  the  work  was  taken  over  by  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  and  under  the  direct  management  of  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  has  had  something  to  do  with  this  remark- 
able improvement,  but  I cannot  help  thinking  that  climatic 
conditions,  temperature  and  rainfall,  have  largely  to  do  with  the 
change  noticed.  The  jear  1906  was  a wet  year,  followed  in  1907 
by  one  in  which  the  amount  of  rain  which  fell,  although  not 
large,  was  distributed  over  a large  number  of  days  (204)  and  was 
particularly  heavy  in  June  (4-709  inches).  The  year  1907  was 
moreover  a cold  one,  and  taking  it  altogether  was  characterised  by 
the  absence  of  hot  daj's,  and  at  the  same  time,  by  a great 
dminution  in  the  number  of  flies. 


This  seems  to  poirit,  therefoi*e,  to  the  conclusion  that  the  wet 
year  of  1906,  followed  by  the  cool  year  1907,  h.ad  a marked  effect 
on  the  breeding  of  flies,  whilst  the  atmosphere,  having  been 
largely  washed  by  the  prevalent  moisture  over  a large  number  of 
days,  particularly  in  the  month  of  .Tune,  was  freed  from  detri- 
mental matter  which  ordinarilly  proves  fatal  to  largo  numbers 

and  to  many  children ; and  the  Death  Rate  from  Diarrhoea  was 
greatly  reduced. 


Some  recent  researches  on  the  habits  of  flies  have  shown 
that  the  common  housefly  is  not  so  innocent  as  it  looks,  but 
m reality  is  a dirty,  damrerous  little  thing;  with  its  .soft  dabbing 
proboscis  which  it  pushes  on  to  every  kind  of  filth,  as  well  as 
walking  with  its  six  legs  on  such  matter.  It  then  comes  and 

wipes  off  minute  particles  and  germs  on  to  our  food,  our  lips,  our 
fingers  and  our  faces. 


It  .3  probahiB  therefore  that  the  fly  is  thus  the  means  of 
spreading  Typhoid  Fever,  Diarrlioea  and  other  similar  Diseases 
and  Its  comparative  absence  during  1907  probably  largely 
account,  for  the  marked  improvement  in  the  health  returns, 

hoiiseml“°“"  “ ■"■“ber  of 
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The  housefly  hreehs  from  a magi^ot.  It  lays  its  eggs  in 
horse  dung,  and  the  grubs  are  hatched  in  the  muck  heaps  of 
stables  and  other  fermenting  materials,  and  as  “Mr.  Robert 
Newstead — who  has  been  carrying  on  a aeries  of  observations — 
says:  If  houseflies  are  to  be  reduced  to  a minimum  the  following 
suggestions  should  be  attended  to : — 

1.  Stable  Manure  and  spent  hops  should  not  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  in  the  niiddensteads  during  May  to  October 
for  a period  of  more  than  seven  days. 

2.  All  niiddensteads  should  be  thoroughly  emptied  and 
carefully  swept  at  frequent  intervals. 

3.  All  ashpits  should  be  emptied  during  the  Summer  once 
a week. 

4.  Children  aud  others  should  not  be  allowed  to  defaecate 
in  yards,  courts  and  passages ; and  defaecation  in 
stable  middens  should  be  strictly  forbidden.  It  consti- 
tutes a gi’eat  attraction  for  flies  which  may  in  a few 
minutes  load  themselves  with  dejections  from  a typhoid 
or  dysenteric  patient  (not  yet  ill  enough  to  be  under 
observation)  and  carry  the  poison  so  taken  up  into 
the  very  midst  of  the  food,  milk  or  water  ready  for  use 
at  the  next  meal. 

5.  Ashpit  refuse,  which  in  any  way  tends  to  fermentation 
such  as  bedding,  straw,  old  rags,  paper,  waste  vege- 
tables, dirty  bedding  from  pet  animals  etc.,  should  be 
burned  if  possible. 

It  will  be  obvious  from  ?lie  foregoing  remarks  that  in  my 
opinion,  stable  manure  should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  stored 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  dwelling  houses  at  any  rate  during  the 
warm  summer  months — for  a longer  period  than  seven  to  ten 
days.  But  here  we  are  met  with  a considerable  administrative 
difiiculty.  In  most  cases  where  only  one  horse  is  kept  the  amount 
of  manure  made  in  the  time  mentioned  is  not  sufficient  to  make 
up  a load,  and  consequently  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
getting  anyone  to  come  and  remove  it,  owing  to  the  greatly 
added  cost  of  cartage.  If  therefore  the  more  frequent  removal 
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is  to  be  carried  out  as  a sanitary  measure,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  collect  the  manure  from  these 
smaller  places  and  take  it  to  some  convenient  Depot  from  which 
it  will  pay  farmers  to  fetch  it  in  the  larger  quantities.  This 
course  I would  personally  recommend,  but  whether  it  can  be 
reasonably  carried  out  or  not  I must  leave  for  the  Committee  s 
consideration. 

The  black  beetle  or  cocki’oach  is  also  a creature  to  be  got 
rid  of  as  far  as  possible,  for  it  is  very  probable  that  it  also 
spreads  certain  kinds  of  infection  over  food  and  di.slies  during  the 
hours  of  “revelry  by  night”  in  which  it  indulges  in  most 
people’s  kitchens  and  larders. 

Whilst  speaking  of  things  which  it  is  desiraVile  to  get  rid 
of,  I would  again  refer  to  the  subject  of  boulder  paved 
streets  and  passages.  1 have  remarked  a number  of  times  on 
the  danger  attaching  to  this  form  of  paving — the  spaces  between 
the  boulders  become  tilled  with  manure,  and.  other  forms  of 
decomposing  tilth,  which  cannot  be  swept  out  properly  and  this 
constitutes  a nidus  for  the  grow  th  of  germs  and  a danger  to  the 
public  health  ; there  has  been  a marked  improvement  in  the 
health  of  such  streets  as  Henry  Street  and  William  Street  since 
this  form  of  paving  was  abolished,  and  I would  most  strongly 
urge  upon  the  Council  the  desirability  of  having  it  removed  from 
all  streets  and  passages  in  the  Borough  where  it  still  exists. 

DETAILED  STATEMENT  OF 
THE  WORK  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT

Ordinary  Sanitary  Operations. — The  ordinary  sanitary 
operations  of  the  Department  have  continued  to  receive  unre- 
mitting attention.  House-to-house  inspections  of  tlie  cottage 
property  in  the  Borough  have  been  I’egularly  made.  Gulleys 
and  passage  drains  have  been  periodically  cleansed,  public 
fountains,  &c.,  have  been  scoured  and  kept  in  order,  and  the 
systematic  removal  of  ashpit  refuse  at  stated  intervals  has  been 
carefully  superintended.

The 
latter  tends  to  the  advantage  of  the  public,  both  as  regards 
health  and  comfort,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down 
public  or  private  nuisances  dangerous  to  the  community.

6 workshops  have  been  provided  with  w.c.  accommodation, 
where  none  previously  existed.

Lists  of  out-workers  have  been  carefully  kept,  and  notices  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  given  in  my 
Report  for  1892  (pp.  57  and  58),  have  been  served  when  necessary. 

Laundries. — 327  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  25 
laundries  at  present  on  the  register. 

Bakehouses. — The  duties  involved  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  tlie  Acts  relatiug  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  bake- 
houses have  beeu  put  under  a special  Inspector,  and  during  the 
year  604  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses. 

There  has  beeu  a very  great  improvement  secured  by  this 
systematic  inspection.

Section  ‘22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Ac',  1890,  has  been 
adopted,  and  the  .standard  of 
sufficieniy  enforced  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Home  Secretary's 
Order  of  the  4th  Feb.,  1903. 
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The  Midwives  Act,  1902. 

In  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this

Act,  a f^reat  deal  of  work  was  done  durinj^  the  year:  not  only  in 
visiting  the  homes  of  mid  wives,  but  in  interviewing  them  in 
connection  with  their  work  and  explaining:  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  the  rules  laid  down  for  their  guidance  by  the  Central 
Mid  wives  Board. 

During  the  year  1907  some  49  mid  wives  had  entered 
their  names  on  the  local  register  as  practising  in  the  borough, 
being  7 less  than  in  1906,  but  names  are  constantly  being  added 
to  the  roll  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  number  will  be 
considerably  added  to.  Of  the  above  49,  one  died,  and  ten  of 
them  subsequently  left  the  district,  and  their  names  have  been 
removed  from  the  register  accordingly. 

Notices  were  received  from  mid  wives  of  17  still  births  (7  male 
and  10  female)  having  occurred  ; and  34  cases  were  notided,  in 
which  medical  aid  had  been  called  in. 

During  the  year  I paid  some  78  visits  of  inspection  to  mid- 
wives, and  made  a series  of  enquiries  in  one  case,  which  ended 
in  the  midwife  being  struck  off  the  Register  by  the  Central 
Mid  wives  Board. 

Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

A number  of  Library  books  were  collected  and  destroyed 
from  houses  where  there  had  been  infectious  disease. 

Seizure  and  Destruction  of  Unwholesome  Meat,  Fish, 

and  Vegetables. 

The  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  has  furnished  the  following 
particulars  of  moat,  &c.,  undt  for  human  food,  seized  and  de- 
stroyed during  1907. 

The  total  weight  of  the  meat  destroyed  amounted  to  209106  lbs., 
but  of  this  a large  proportion  was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the 
butchers,  they  having  called  the  Inspector’s  attention  to  it. 
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As  in  all  recent  years,  a considerable  proportion  of  the  meat 
taken  was  on  premises  in  connection  with  the  Foreign  Animals 
Wharf,  Woodside.  The  total  number  of  oxen  killed  at  Woodside 
and  inspected  by  us  during  1907  was  186,045  and  90  oxen 
and  65  sheep  were  killed  at  Wallasey  Stage  and  200  sheep 
at  No.  J Shed  Wallasey,  within  our  juri.sdiction.  At  the 
Abattoirs  in  New  Chester  Road  there  were  killed  903  beasts,  5609 
sheep,  5665  lambs,  803  calves,  and  4474  pigs;  a total  at  the 
Abattoirs  of  17454. 

In  addition  to  the  above  60-lbs  of  fruit  and  vegetables, 
84-lbs  of  rabbits,  and  156-lbs  of  fish  were  seized  and  destroyed 
as  unfit  for  food.

The  Chief  Inspector  (Mr.  William  Dawson)  gives  the  following 
summary  of  proceedings  taken  under  these  Acts  during  1907.

Ic  connection  witli  the  administration  of  the  “Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts”  I would  specially  call  your  attention  to  the 
amount  of  the  fines  infiictod  hy  some  of  the  Nfagistrates.  Fines 
which,  in  some  cases,  do  not  even  cover  the  actual  expenses  of  the 
case,  and  which  are  of  such  a nominal  character  that  they  can  act 
as  a very  small,  if  any,  deterrent  against  adulteration.  To  take 
a single  example — No.  47.  In  this  case  tlie  milk  was  taken  frotu 
a farmer  in  course  of  delivery  to  a shopkeeper  (from  whom  a 
sample  had  been  previously  purchased  and  returned  as  adulterated), 
and  although  practically  no  defence  was  offered,  or  satisfactory 
explanation  given,  the  Magistrates  were  of  opinion  that  a fine  of 
20/-  including  costs  would  meet  the  case. 


This  amount  did  not  cover  the  actual  out  of  pocket  expenses 
of  the  Corporation — these  being  Analyst’s  fee,  Court  charges  and 
witnesses  subpcena  fees,  which  amounted  in  all  to  £1  28.  6d  , all 
the  time  and  trouble  of  the  officials  counting  for  nothing. 
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Contag'ious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1886. 

The  Milkhouses. — The  regulation  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  and 
milk-shops,  and  the  supervision  of  milk-sellers,  has  had  systematic 
attention  for  a number  of  years.  Special  care  is  taken  that  the 
ventilation,  lighting,  cleansing,  draining,  and  water  supply  of 
premises  used  for  milk-trade  are  thoroughly  efficient.  The  register 
of  milk-sellers  is  revised  week  by  week.  The  total  number  of 
milk-shops  is  191,  in  addition  there  are  1 1 cowsheds,  and  .50  farmers 
resident  outside  the  Borough,  registered  to  purvey  milk  inside 
the  Borough. 

Twice  every  year  notice  is  sent  to  all  the  milk-sellers  requiring 
that  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  every  room  in  the  occupation  of 
Kegistered  Milk-sellers,  used  for  storage  or  sale  of  milk,  shall  be 
lime-washed,  that  is  to  say,  in  March  and  September ; but  if  the 
walls  are  painted,  then  thq^  must  bo  washed  and  thoroughly 
cleansed  twice  every  year,  in  March  and  September. 

Meteorological  Results. 

The  noteworthy  features  of  the  meteorology  of  the  year  are 
given  in  the  following  tabular  statement,  which  has  kindly  been 
prepared  by  W.  E.  Plummer,  Esq.,  M.A..  F.R..\.S.,  Director  of 
the  Observatory,  Bidston  Hill,  Birkenhead,  who  also  furnishes 
particulars  weekly  of  the  daily  observations  taken  under  his 
directions,  from  which  Table  IV.  in  the  appendix  is  compiled.

VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

Area. — The  Borough  has  an  area  of  3850  acres,  or  a little 
more  than  six  square  miles. 

Population. — The  population  as  shown  by  the  Census  taken 
in  England  and  Wales  on  April  1st,  1901,  was  110,915,  being 
11,058  in  excess  of  the  number  enumerated  in  the  census 
taken  on  April  6th,  1891. 

The  estimated  number  of  persons  living  at  Midsummer 
1907,  was  1 18,141,  and  ou  this  estimate  I have  based  the  following 
statistics. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  time  of 
the  1901  census  was  21,172,  and  the  number  built  since  that  time 
up  to  31st  December  1907  was  4502,  and  the  number  demolished 
in  the  same  period  was  259,  a net  gain  of  4243,  giving  a total  for 
the  Borough  at  end  of  the  year  25,415,  But  there  are  a number 
of  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  town  which,  though  not  de- 
molished, have  been  converted  from  dwelling  houses  into  factories, 
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stores  or  other  workshops  ; of  these  I have  no  return  and  can  only 
guess  at  their  number,  which  I estimate  will  be  between  200  and 

300. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  eleven  years, 
1891-1901,  was  2911,  for  which  information  I am  indebted  to  the 
Borough  Surveyor.  flie  number  of  houses  demolished  duiing 
the  same  period  being  493.

The  number  of  houses  demolished  sinee  taking  of  Oensus  to  end 
of  1906  was  247,  and  12  were  taken  down  during  1907.  a total  of 
259.  The  number  of  new  houses  erected  from  January  l.'^t  to 
30th  June  1907  was  350. 

Taking  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  B irough  as 
given  above  viz.  25,415,  and  allowing  1,500  as  uninhabited 
(there  wore  1,428  uninhabited  at  the  time  of  the  Census),  then 
we  have  24,915  inhaldted  houses  in  the  Borough  on  the  3 1st 
December,  1907 — if  we  multiply  this  by  5'6  the  number  of 
persons  per  house  at  the  time  of  the  Census,  then  the  population 
of  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year  ought  to  be  139,123, 
or  about  20,982  more  than  the  number  estimated  by  the 
ustial  method  of  arithmetical  progression  employed  by  the 
Registrar  General.  Of  course,  if  this  is  correct  then  our  birth 
and  death  rates  would  be  very  considerably  lower  thati  those 
shown,  which  as  stated  above  are  calculated  on  the  ordinary 
estiutate.  In  my  last  Annual  Report  a curious  hut  obvious 
mistake  was  made  in  some  unexplainable  manner  in  the 
corresponding  paragraph  to  this. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  revised  estimated  population 
of  the  Borough  for  the  ten  years  1891-1900,  and  for  the  years 
1901-1910,  provided  the  rate  of  increase  during  the  decade 
1891-1901  be  maintained.

Birth-rates  and  Death-rates  in  thirty-seven  great  towns 
in  England  In  order  that  the  birth-rates  and  death-rates  of  the 
Borough  of  Birkenhead  in  1907  may  be  compared  with  the 
corresponding  rates  of  the  most  populous  cities  and  boroughs  in 
England,  the  following  table  has  been  compiled  from  the  Registrar 
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General’s  Quarterly  Returns  of  Birtlis,  Deaths,  and  causes  of  death 
in  London  and  tlie  otlier  great  towns,  1907.  The  table  gives  the 
estimated  population  of  the  thirty-seven  large  towns  at  Midsummer 
1907.  The  birth-rates  an  I death-ratos  are  for  tho  fifty-two  weeks 
ending  December  3 1st.  For  com[»arative  purposes  these  figures 
are  interesting  as  they  ai’e  all  calculated  on  the  same  basis.  They 
are  of  course  uurevised  returns,  f St-e  Table  on  page  30. J 

Tabular  Statements. — In  the  appendix  to  this  Report  are 
tabular  statements  of  the  year’s  mortality  within  the  Borough, 
classified  according  to  the  diseases,  ages,  and  localities,  a weekly 
register  of  deaths  and  of  meteorological  results,  together  with  a 
return  of  deaths  in  the  Birkenhead  Union  Hospital  and  Work- 
house,  &c. 

Table  I.  shows  the  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  Borough 
during  1907,  arranged  with  reference  to  the  age  at  which  death 
occurred  in  each  case.  They  are  disposed  in  four  sub-tables — 
the  deaths  in  the  townships  of  Birkenhead  and  Claughton  in  the 
first,  deaths  in  Tranmere  (e.xclusive  of  the  Union  premises)  and 
Oxton  in  the  second,  the  deaths  in  the  incorporated  portion  of 
Higher  Bebington  in  the  third,  and  the  deatlis  in  the  Union 
Hospital  and  Workhouse  in  the  fourth.  The  deaths  of  infants 
are  entered  up  in  three  columns — those  under  one  year,  those  of 
one  year  and  under  two  years,  and  those  turned  two  years  and 
under  five.  Then  follow  the  deaths  of  children  and  young 
persons,  those  turned  five  years  and  under  twenty ; and  of  adults 
those  turned  twenty  and  under  forty,  and  those  turned  forty  and 
under  sixty.  In  the' last  two  columns  are  the  deaths  of  old 
people,  those  turned  sixty  and  uinler  eighty,  and  those  of  eighty 
and  upwards.  Reference  to  this  table  will  show  that,  of  tlie 
gross  local  mortality  for  1907,  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  accounted  for  4 10,  those  over  one  year  but  under  five 
years  of  age  2i9,  children  and  young  persons  123,  adults  533, 
old  people  sixty  years  of  age  and  upwards  494. 

The  relative  proportion  of  deatlis  in  1907  among  the  infants, 
children  and  young  persons,  adults  and  old  people,  to  the  whole 
number  of  deaths,  in  certain  sub-divisions  of  the  borough,  in  the

In  this  respect  the  local  mortality  compares  favourably  with 
the  mortality  in  most  great  cities  and  boroughs.  The  percentages 
taken  out  for  Bebington  have  little  signilicance,  the  number 
of  deaths  being  so  small. 

Table  II.  is  the  weekly  register  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  of 
Birkenhead  for  1907.  The  deaths  are  entered  as  in  Table  I.,  into 
four  sub-tables,  representing  Birkenhead,  and  Claughton, 
Traainere,  O-Kton  and  Bebington,  and  the  Union  Hospital  and 
Workhouse  Table  III.  is  a summary  of  the  weekly  register  of 
deaths.  Table  IV.  is  a Weekly  Condensed  Register  of  Meteoro- 
logical Results.  Table  V.  is  a street  register  of  deaths.  • • 

The  Classification  of  Death  Causes. — The  causes  of  death, 
as  they  appear  in  Tables  I.  and  II.  in  the  appendix,  are 
systematically  classified  according  to  the  principles  laid  down  by 
the  late  Dr.  W.  Farr,  the  nosology  being  that  adopted  by  the 
Registrar-General  until  within  the  last  few  years,  which  experience 
has  shown  to  be  well  suited  for  statistical  purposes.  The  death 
causes  are  arranged  under  classes  and  orders,  the  latter  corres- 
ponding to  t^n  f imilies  ot  Matural  History.  Genera,  or  what  in 
diseases  woul  1 b i varieties,  are  not  distinguished.  .\ll  death 
causes  are  thus  conveniently  classified  under  116  heads  some  of 
which,  however,  include  diseases  very  distinct  from  one  another. 

At  the  beginninsj  of  Table  I.  are  the  totals  of  deaths  from  all 
causes,  and  on  the  next  line  the  totals  of  deaths  from  specified 
causes.  The  deaths  which  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  unsi)ecified 
causes  are  not  ouly  those  ascribed,  in  legal  phraseology,  to 
“ visitation  of  God”  or  “natural  causes,”  but  also  those  which, 
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with  almost  equal  vagueness,  are  classified  as  due  to  “tumour, 
“coma,”  &c.  The  deaths  from  specified  causes  are  then  divided 
into  five  classes.  Class  I.  (the  zymotic)  embraces  all  diseases, 
either  epidemic,  endemic,  or  contagious,  which  are  induced  by 
some  specific  body,  or  by  want  of,  or  by  the  bad  quality  of  food. 
The  diseases  coming  under  Class  II.  (constitutional  or  cachectic) 
appear  to  be  due  to  a bad  habit  of  body,  and  possibly  may  sometimes 
be  hereditary.  Class  III.  takes  in  diseases  the  effects  of  which  are 
manifest  in  disturbing  or  obliterating  the  function  of  particular 
organs  or  systems.  Class  IV.  includes  the  conditions  tending  to 
jn’oduce  death,  which  are  the  incidental  resnlts  of  the  formative, 
reproductive,  and  nutritive  processes.  Class  V.  groups  together 
all  deaths  which  are  the  evident  and  direct  result  of  physical  or 
chemical  forces. 

Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases. — The  deaths  from  zymotic 
diseases  include  176  by  what  have  been  termed  the  chief  zymotics 
(certain  diseases  belonging  to  the  miasmatic  order),  viz.,  measles 
129,  scarlatina  10,  diphtheria  21,  membranous  croup  3,  fevers  11, 
and  puei’peral  septicaemia  2.  The  remaining  77  were  entered  to 
what  have  been  called  minor  zymotics  (diseases  less  prevalent, 
less  fatal,  or  less  obviously  zymotic  in  character),  viz.,  whooping 
cough  16,  erysipelas  2,  influenza  12,  diarrhoea  42,  syphilis  3, 
and  other  zymotic  diseases  2. 

Relative  Fatality  of  Chief  Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  following  table  shows  at  a glance  the  relative  fatality  of 
the  chief  zymotic  diseases  for  the  year  on  the  corrected  estimate 
of  population.

Inquests. — The  number  of  inquests  held  during  1907  was  141, 
thus  7’7  per  cent,  of  the  sum  of  the  deaths  iu  the  Borough 
formeil  the  subject  of  official  enquiries.  Out  of  the  141  inquests 
lield,  2 were  upon  the  bodies  of  infants  whose  deaths  were 
due  to  being  overlain. 

Deaths  not  Certified. — Not  all  the  death  causes  which  are 
classified  represent  diseases  or  symptoms  observed  and  certified 
by  medical  men  iu  attendance  during  the  last  illness,  or  verdicts 
following  official  investigation.  A significant  proportion  of  the 
death  cau.sos  are  entered  in  the  register  on  the  doubtful 
testimony  of  deceased  persons’  relatives  or  friends,  or  fellow 
lodgers.  The  registrars  have,  therefore,  been  required  to  mark 
in  the  returns  furnished,  every  death  not  certified  by  a registered 
practitioner,  or  made  the  subject  of  a coroner’s  inquest.  In 
1907,  out  of  the  1,829  deaths  registered,  10  were  marked  “not 
certified,”  that  is  0’5^  per  cent.  The  causes  of  the  10  deaths 
were  entered  in  accordance  with  the  statemenls  of  persons  giving 
information  to  the  registrars  as  follows

The  proportion  of  uncertified  deaths  to  the  sum  of  the  deaths 
was  as  already  stated,  tl-o  j per  cent,  as  compared  with  0'24  per 
cent,  in  1906. 


Deaths  classified  according  to  Localities. — Tables  I.,  II., 
Ill  , and  IV.,  in  the  appendix,  having  been  fully  discussed,  are 
followed  b}"  Table  V.,  in  which  the  deaths  registered  during 
1907  are  classified  according  to  the  localities  in  which  they 
occurred.  Opposite  each  street  or  place  is  the  number  of  deaths 
from  all  causes  and  from  zymotic  diseases,  registered  as  occurring 
in  that  street  or  place  during  the  year.  As  it  was  felt  that 
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particulars  of  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  and  zymotic 
diseases  in  each  ward  would  prove  interesting,  and  as  the  street 
Register  does  not  afford  this  information,  the  Table  here  sub- 
mitted has  been  drawn  up.

Illegitimacy. — Statistics  relating  to  illegitimacy  are  impor- 
tant, not  merely  on  account  of  the  bearing  which  such  a subject 
has  upon  the  social  life  of  the  community,  but  also  with  a view 
ultimately  of  showing  to  some  extent  the  influence  which 
illegitimacy  exerts  upon  the  “chances  of  life”  of  infants,  as  it  is 
well  known  that  the  death-rate  of  illegitimate  children  is 
considerably  gi-eater  than  that  of  those  born  in  wedlock.  I have 
thought  it  desirable,  therefore,  to  continue  these  statistics  in  this 
report,  as  the  subject  is  one  of  some  interest. 

The  following  table  gives  the  total  number  of  legitimate  and 
illegitimate  births,  with  the  rates  per  1000  of  births  and  per  1000 
living,  and  statistics  relative  to  the  ileaths  of  such  children  under 
one  year  of  age.
